LONDON, Nov. 6.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Times from 
Rio de Janeiro says: 
“At 1 o’clock this afternoon (Fri- 
day) a soldier of the Tenth Battalion, 


| which constitutes part of the local gar- 


rison, attempted to shoot President 
Moraes with a pistol. The President 
was just landing at the marine arsenal 
after visiting the steamer on which 
Gen. Barbosa, Minister of Marine, had 
returned from Bahia. - 

“The bystanders frustrated the at- 
tempt, but Col. Moraes, the President’s 
nephew, was. slightly wounded in dis- 
arming the soldier. Gen. Betancourt, 
‘Minister of War, then interfered and 
was himself stabbed. The wound was 
so serious that he died soon afterward. 
The attack has caused the greatest ag- 
itation throughout the city.” 


MARTIAL LAW PROCLAIMED. 


The Monarchical Party Thought to 
Be Meditating Revolution. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The Herald’s 
correspondent in Rio de Janeiro tele- 
graphs that an attempt has been made 
to assassinate the President of Brazil, 
Dr. Moraes. The President’s brother, 
an army Officer, was probably mor- 
tally wounded while shielding the 
Chief Executive. Gen. Machado Bet- 
ancourt, Minister of War, who was of 
the President’s party, was shot,’ and 
killed. 

Rio de Janeiro is now under martial 
law, every soldier having been ordered 
to arms, and it is believed that an- 
other revolution is at hand. The at- 
tempt to kill the President and the 
killing of the Minister of War, it is be- 
lieved, is the work of monarchical sym- 
pathizers. Another theory is that they 
were the results of the intense feeling 
aroused by the proposed arbitration 
treaty with France. 

Wild excitement prevails in the city. 
Startling rumors are heard on all sides. 
The belief is general in certain classes 
that the followers of Conselheiro, the 
leader of the fanatical movement, who 
was recently killed in Canudos, have 
invaded Rio to strike their first blow 
for revenge. 

It was the day set apart by President 
Moraes and his Cabinet to do honor to 
Rear Admiral Barbosa, one of the con- 
querors of Conselheiro’s forces in Canu- 
dos. Admiral Barbosa was one of the 
chiefs of the Brazilian troops who, sev- 
eral weeks ago, haeked and shot down 
thousands of the followers of the fierce 
Conselheiro, who ‘had gathered his 
forces in Canudos. It was believed that 
the crushing defeat to the fanatics 
there and the death of Conselheiro had 
put an end to Brazil's monarchical ene- 
mies. 

Thousands of persons gathered to see 
President Moraes and his Cabinet ex- 
tend publicly the thanks of the repub- 


lic to Rear Admiral Barbosa and his 


troops, just returning on¢the steamer 
from Canudos. Many members of Con- 
gress and persons high in naval, mili- 
tary and ecclesiastical circles were 
present, as were also the diplomatic 
representatives of several foreign coun- 
tries. 

- The victorious troops were passing in 
review before President Moraes whén a 


soldier dashed out of the naval arsenal | 


toward the President’s party, drawing 
a dagger as he went. Fearing his in- 
tention and unable to stop the soldier, 
Col. Moraes, brother of the President, 
stepped between the Executive and his 
assailant and tried to ward off the dag- 
ger thrust.’ In this he was successful, 
but the colonel received the dagger in 
his body, the soldier in frenzy striking 
several times before he was seized by 
those in the rear, who began advanc- 
ing. The troops were thrown into a 
fine in front of the President's’ party 
and tried to force the crowd back. 
While President Moraes and mem- 
bers of his Cabinet were bending over

This the troops finally succeeded in do- 
ing, though a serious conflict at one 
time seemed likely, owing to the at- 
tempt to lynch the President's as- 
saiiant. 

The news of the affair spread with re- 
markable rapidity and within ten min- 
utes the city was in a fever of excite- 
ment. Rumors of revolution were rife 
on all sides, and there seemed good rea- 
son to fear an wprising. In order to 
avoid a possibility of this, orders were 
issued from the palace calling all 
troops in the city to arms and declar- 
ing the city under martial law.

PERALTA’S DEATH. 


One of the Notorious Land Claim- 
aunts Kills Himself, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]

TAYLOR’S 
The Ex-Minister Says He Has Been 
rifled With 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The Herald 
presents this’morning a remarkable 
letter from Hannis Taylor, formerly 
United States Minister to Spain, in 
which, after telling of his strenuous ef- 
forts to prevent a _ rupture of diplo« - 
matic relations between the two coun- 
tries during the dark days of the Com- 
petitor case, he asserts that the ruling 
classes of Spain are determined to re- 
fuse any concessions which would be 
accepted by the Cubans. 2 
’ Mr. Taylor, the seal of secrecy hav- 
ing been removed, tells how Sefior Cas- 
telar tried to persuade the late Premier 
Canovas to offer genuine reforms to 
the Cubans, as otherwise intervention 
by the United States must fellow in- 
evitably. This was Mr. Taylor's at- 
titude as a diplomatic representative, 
anxious to prevent war. Fora time he 
believed, he says, that the iron Premier 
yielded, but when the proposed reforms 
were made public he says: “I saw that 
the great man had trifled with us as if 
we were children.” 

There are many dramatic passages in 
Mr. Taylor's letter, and it makes plain 
much that was dark. The letter cone 
cludes as follows: — : 

‘In my former article I deliberately 
ventured to assert that I am satisfied, 
after careful investigation, that the 
ruling classes of Spain, civil, clerical 
and military, are resolved, regardless of 
party, to refuse to make any conces- 
sions to their rebellious colonists as 
would meet with their acceptance. I 
cannot doubt that any minister who 
dares to undertake such a perilous en- 
terprise will be at once discredited and 
driven from office, and it will be great 
weakness upon our part to be misled by 
any false hopes and promises in that 
regard. 

“Events in the future will demon- 
strate that I am right on that point. 
Of course, if Gen. Blanco had brought 
with him anything like autonomy he 
would have proclaimed it at once. His 
effort, on the contrary, was to conceal 
the fact that he was powerless to give 
any such assurance. . 

“IT am now the advocate of interven- 
tion, because I am satisfied that it is 
the only remaining means by which 
peace in Cuba can possibly be secured.” 

REPLY TO WOODFORD. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. i.—The full 
text of the Spanish reply to the note 
of ,United States Minister Woodford 
came to the United States in the last 
mail, and is under examination by the 
officials. So far as can be learned, it 
is not the intention of the administra- 
tion to give it publicity now. 

It is expected that the President will 
make this note and the correspondence 
ljeading up to it the basis for one of the 
most important chapters of his forth- 
coming message to Congress and mean- 
while it is not believed to be probable 
that any immediate change in policy 
will characterize the correspondence 
between the two countries unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs. 

It appears that the determination of 
the Spanish Cabinet to court-martial 
Gen. Weyler, while mot directly due to 
a request of this government,, was 
probably inspired by an intimation 
from the State Department that his ut- 
terances were not calculated to smooth 
the way of negotiations. It is surmised 
that by thus acting with promptness, 
the Spanish Cabinet ,has paved the 
way for a counter-remonstrance 
against the publications of ex-United 
States Minister Hannis Taylor. 

The conditions in the two cases, how- 
ever, are said at the State Depart- 
ment to be entirely different. yen. 
Weyler, being a Spanish army’ officer, 
is amenable-to discipline for any in- 
terference with the policy of the gov- 
ernment; while Mr. Taylor, being now 
a private citizen, it not accountable to 
his government for his individual ut. | 
terances.

Sickening Discovery Allegea to 
Have Been Made at Firebaugh.

FRESNO, Nov. 5.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Dr. James Graham, vet- 
erinary surgeon and food inspector 
of this county, returned from Fire- 
baugh today with a report which 
will spredd a sickening sensation all 
over the west side. Some days ago Dr. 
Maupin, the County Health Officer, re- 
ceived information that diseased meat 
Was being sold to farmers, merchants 
and others in the-wicinity of Firebaugh, 
which is on the boundary line of Merced 
and Fresno counties. 

Maupin sent Dr. Graham to investi- 
gate, and the latter took up his quar- 
ters at Firebaugh. He gave out that 
he had come to buy horses, and went 
over into Meftced county to the Santa 
Rita Ranch, which is part of the big 
cattle range of Miller & Lux. He went 
to a corral and found three animals af- 
fected with the disease known as lumpy 
jaw. He saw the animals slaughtered 
and learned that the carcasses were 
to be taken over into Fresno county and 
sold next day. He went over to this 
side of the San Joaquin, so as to bein 
his own jurisdiction, and when the 
wagon containing the diseased meat ar- 
rived, condemned the whole of it; and 
with the assistance of Dr. Iver 
buried it.

I did 
so, and was then compelled.to take oft 
all my clothing, when I was held down 
over a table and lashed with the ‘pad- 
dle’ something over fifty strokes—al- 
though I had received about the same 
number only the day previous for the 
same denial, and my flesh was then in 
a tetrible condition of soreness. How 
long the torture would have lasted I do 
not know, for I became insensible, and 
on reviving found myself lying on the 
table with Dr. O’Brien bending over 
me, dashing water in my face. I re- 
ceived in all over one hundred lashes 
with the pafidile, until I fainted.”

Capt. Kessel Navigates the Pacific 
: Without a Compass. 

[ASSULIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

“SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 5.—The 
schooner Volcano, only seventeen tons 
burden, has arrived here after riding 
out a storm in mid-ocean, during which 
her compass was lost. Capt. William 
Kessel succeeded in making port after 
a voyage of 1100 miles, with no other 
guide than the sun, stars and the trend. 
of the currents until the Northern Cali- 
fornia coast was sighted. Then an oc- 
casional glimpse of the shore enabled 
the skillful mariner to determine his 
way to the Golden Gate, 
The little vessel sailed from this city 
Octobef 2 with salt and coal for Unga 
Island, the intention being to leave the 
schooner in the north to ply between 
trading stations.

HAD MONEY FOR ANOTHER. 


MARRIED THE “DRUMMER BOY OF 
BELCHERTOWN” ABROAD. 


After Vainglorious Attempts to Get 
Himself Elevated to the Office 
of Governor the Second Hus- 
band is Dropped.

NORTHAMPTON (Mass.,) Nov. 5.— 
[Special Dispatch.) A_ suit for 
an absolute divorce, brought by 
Mrs. Myron P. Walker, sister of Mrs. 
J. Sloat Fassett,- began here today in 
the Superior Court. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Skiff, a New York theatrical costume- 
maker, formerly a dressmaker of 
Springfield, Mass., is named as co- 
respondent. 

Walker is widely known as “the 
Drummer. Boy of Belchertéwn.” He 
went to the war from Belchertown 
when only 14. After the war he began 
business as a clerk in Springfield. Then 
he became an insurance agent on the 
Pacific Coast. There -he met Mrs. Wal- 
ker. She was the daughter of Judge 

Crocker, and the unhappy wife of C. 
“Q. Scudder. They fell in love. Mrs. 
Scudder Was after a divorce and got it. 
She went abroad to spend some of the 
$500,000 she possessed. (Walker fol- 
lowed, and they were married in Lon- 
don in June, 1878. 

Prior’ to the marriage the lovers ex- 
changed many letters. They were very 
sweet, very full of vows of devotion, 
after the fashion of such correspon- 


gence. -her-—letters, Walker says, 


Mrs. Walker promised that her for- 
tune should betome the wealth of both; 
that neither should owff it exclusively; 
. that each should spend it. She urged 
him to give up his profession and en- 
joy life with her. | 
“My fortune,’ she wrote to him, 
“shall belong to us both, and it is am- 
le.”’ 
so his marriage, Walker aban- 
doned business and devoted himself 
to making a display of wealth, and to 
expensive pursuit of political office. He 
built a fine home in Belchertown and 
“astonished the natives’ with his 
horses and carriages and manner of liv- 
ing. His money and his drummer-boy 
reputation gave him a start in politics. 
He got himself chosen State Senator, 
department Grand Army Commander. 
and mnfember of the Governor’s staff. 
That made him “Col.” Myron P. 
Walker. He tried to be nominated 
Governor and member of Congress. He 
spent thousands in attempts, but re- 
mained a simple “colonel.” These and 
other money losses led to coolness be- 
tween husband and wife, then a sepa- 
ration,and then a suit for divorce. 


When Walker saw all slipping from. 


‘bim he interposed the defense of deser- 
tion, and brought suit to compel Mrs. 
Walker to account to him for one-half 
of what was left of her fortune, under 
her promise that it should be common 
property between them. That suit will 
be @ried after the divorce suit. 

Mrs. Walker appeared in court to- 
day with Mrs. Fassett, her sister. Her 
hair is very gray, and, although only 
50, she appears to be 60 years old. Po- 
lice Inspector D. A. Atkins of Spring- 
field testified that he had seen Col. 
Walker and a woman in Hanye’s 
House in 1894, and had seen them kiss 
_ each other frequently. 

Policeman Hadd of Springfield testi- 
fied to suspicious circumstances at an- 
other house. 

Mrs. Mary Webb, a housekeeper at 
Hayne’s House, said that Col. Walker 
had rooms in the hotel; that Mrs. Skiff 
had a key to the rooms and that Col. 
Walker and Mrs. Skiff were frequently 
in the rooms together. 

Charles Boyle, a bellboy at Hayne’s 
House, testified that he had taken 
drinks to Col. Walker and Mrs. Skiff 
in the hotel rooms. 

Mrs. Clara J. Wood, a dressmaker, 
formerly employed by Mrs. Skiff in 
Springfield, testified to improper con- 
duct om the part of Col. Walker and 
Mrs. Skiff at the latter’s Vernon-street 
home in Springfield. Mrs. Skiff had 
admitted to the witness that ahe was 
doing wrong. 

Mrs. Walker then testified that she 
knew nothing personally of wrong-do- 
ing on the part of her husband. They 
last lived together as husband and 
wife in Belchertown. 

Judge Bumpus, counsel for Walker, 
oross-examined her closely as to the 
letters bearing’on money matters be- 
tween Col. Walker and Mrs. Walker, 
evidently to get evidence in support of 
the suit for accounting and to show de- 
sertion. Scores of the letters were 
read. At first Col. Walker was very 
kind and wrote very gushingly of love 
and anguish, but after Mrs. Walker 
told him to go to work, and if he was 
short of money to sell some of his dia- 
monds, there was open friction. The let- 
ters became more and more tart, and 
finally, in 1892, they separated.

COOK OF THE PECKER.

HE TELLS THE STORY OF HIS 


AWFUL CRIMES, 


Killed the Captain After Parboil- 
ing His Dog and Then Went for 
the Mate with the Whiskers, 
Ordered the Crew to Fire the 
Vessel, 


— 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEWPORT NEWS (Va.,) Nov. 5.— 
The United States steamer Lancaster 
dropped‘anchor in Hampton Roads this 
morning from Bahia, Brazil. In mili- 
tary confinement on the warship are 
five men of the crew of the schooner 
Olive Pecker, whose captain, J. W. 
Whitman of Rockland, Me., and first 
mate, William Saunders of Sandy 
Cove, N. S., were murdered at sea in 
August. In the ship closely ironed, 
is J. Anderson, the cook, who 
is the self-confessed perpetrator of the 
murders, and who afterward set fire to 
the vessel. 

The Pecker sailed from Boston on the 
27th of June, and the story of this trag- 
edy of the sea is told best in the words 
of the murderer, who tonight gave to 
the Associated Press the following ver- 
sion of his crime: 

“TI was the cook aboard the Olive 
Pecker, and had to serve the captain as 
his servant. I had good reason to be- 
lieve that the captain did not take to 
me, and I was always in fear of m 
life whenever he got into his mad fits. 
He had a dog which was always com- 
ing into the cookhouse and annoying 
me. On the day of our little difficulty 
‘the animal came inside, and I threw. a 
boiler of hot water on him. 

“Well, he howled, and the next 
thing I knew the captain was calling 
for me. I went to his cabin, and he 
commenced cursing me, telling me that 
this sort of thing had to stop. I did not 
say anything to him, and he ordered 
me into his cabin to make up his bed. 
This was in the morning. I made up 
his bed, and he ordered me out with 
a volley of oaths. I saw he was in a 
mean humor, and determined to arm 
myself against him. I knew the cap- 
tain had some pistols in his cabin and 
I went back to get oue of them. 

“Just as soon as I entered the cap- 
tain fired a beer bottle at me, and, see-. 
ing that I dodged it, he picked up a 
pistol from the table and sent a ball 
in my direction. I had got my hands 
on a weapon which was lying on the 
corner of his table, and of course I 
opened fire on the —— rascal. My first 
bullet took effect in his forehead, and 
the Second went into his breast, killing 
him almost instantly. I then went upon 
the deck and called to the mate, who 
was in the fore-rigging. 

‘‘He shouted down to me, asking what 
I wanted. I told him to come down; 
that the captain wanted him in the 
cabin. He started down, and when he 
reached the deck I went for him. He 
was an old fellow with whiskers, and I 
felt like smashing him with my fist. 


| He looked at me as if to inquire my 


authority to order him about, and I 
leveled the weapon at his old bewhis- 


kered head, saying at the time: ‘Now 
die like the dog you are,’ With that I 
pulled the trigger, and the mate 


dropped to the deck, rolling to the port 
side of the ship. 

“IT then went down into the. cabin, 
hinking I would be able to take the 
hip by: myself. I saw that the cap- 
tain was a ghost, and I came on deck. 
The mate was groaning and I felt it my 
duty to put him out of misery. One 
more shot did that. I secured the cap- 
tain’s other pistol, and, after giving 
the mate a second bullet, I 
toward the crew, who were aft, with a 
pistol in each hand, and gave them to 


-understand that I was to be master of 
‘the Olive Pecker and that the first man 


who undertook to disobey my orders 
would have to suffer the consequences. 
They carried out my commands with- 
out a murmur. 

“T first ordered theni to throw the 
mate’s body overboard, and we went 
down into the cabin and brought up 
the captain’s corpse, disposing of it in* 
like manners Next I ordered the men 
to get out the oil, and saturate the 
whole vessel fore’ and aft, in such a 
manner that she would burn up like 
hell. They did that, and then we got 
our belongings and prepared to take 
the boats, first setting fire to the ship. 

“My chum and I went downin one of 
the boats while the other’men took the 
other. They pulled off in different di- 
rections, and we never saw them again 


| until we met in prison at Bahia. They 


must have peached on us, for no sooner 
had we landed from the ship than the 
officers placed us under arrest and sent 
us to Bahia.” 

The five sailors are under the im- 
pression that they are being held as 
witnesses against the cook, and will be 
expected to testify that he murdered 
the captain and the mate. It is more 
than probable, however, that they will 
not only be used as witnesses against 
the murderer, but will be held on the 
charge of firing a ship on the high seas. 

The other five men of the Olive Peck- 
er’s crew are William Herburg, An- 
drew F. March, Manuel Barriat, John 
Lend and M. Barstad. 


_BULLET-PROOF aRMOR. 


Wonderful Exhibition of W. Leon- 
ard Foote’s Invention. | 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—A public ex- 
hibition was given in the Twenty- 
ninth Regiment Armory in Brooklyn 
today by W. Leonard Foote, inventor 
of “the bullet-proof autodynamic ar- 
mor,” which was witnessed by several 
foreign officials and others interested 
in armor. A Winchester and a Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle were used in the test, 
and a block of the armor about two 
and one-half inches thick was used. A 
number of bullets were fired at it, but

Hon. Charles R. Kurtz, 
chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee in, 1896 and 1895, says there is 
nothing whatever in the talk about 
certain Republican members of the 
Legislature combining with the Demo- 
crats to elect Gov. Bushnell or any 
other man Senator in place of Senator 
Hanna, who was indorsed by the Re- 
publican State Convention for both 
the short and full terms for Senator. 
Mr. rtz says no Republican mem- 
ber could afford to bolt the caucus 
nomination, and he does not believe 
that a single Republican member could 
be found who would go into such a 
combine. 

As Chairman Kurtz was defeated for 
reélection as chairman by Senator 
Hanna, and admits he is unfriendly to 
the Senator himself, this statement is 
believed to.be the last that will be 
heard of the combine against Hanna 
as the Republican Senatorial nominee.

BOSS CROKER ILL. 
Suddenly Stricken Down in the 
Midst of His Success. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The Press to- 
day says that Richard ‘Croker was 
stricken with a serious attack of ill- 
ness at his room at the Murray Hill 
Hotel last night. He was not allowed 
to see anyone outside of two or three 
friends at his hospital. 

The utmost secrecy was preserved 
about the nature of the attack. Noth- 
ing definite could be obtained from 
either of the physicians. The first in- 
timation that the Tammany Hall 
leader was ill came to Senator Tim- 
othy D. Sullivan. The Sullivan asso- 
ciation and several hundred personal 
friends had arranged to serenade 
Croker at the Murray Hill Hotel. 

Word came to the Metaora Club on 
the Bowery that Croker was too ill to 
appear or make any response to the 
visitors, but that he had no objection 
to the parade going by his window. 

James B. Eustis, ex-United States 
Senator from Louisiana, and ex-United 
States Ambassador to France, came 
into the hotel, escorted by two@ friends, 
and sent his card to Croker’s room. 
From Croker’s room was sent down 
Andrew D. Freedman, president of the 
New York Baseball Club, and Croker’s 
financial representative in the recent 
campaign, to explain that Croker was 
too ill to see him. To the East Side 
Democrats it was said: “Mr. Croker is 
too ill to leave his room. He cannot 
leave his bed.’’ 


TOO MUCH ENTHUSIASM.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Richard 
Croker, who is suffering from a severe 
cold, is very much improved today. He 
attributed his indisposition to a bad 
chill he suffered election night.

P, PILATE’S REPORT. 


VATICAN AUTHORITIES sRARCHNIG 
FOR THE ORIGINAL DOCUMENT, 


A Manhtseript of the Second Cen. 

. tury ,Containing References to 
the Official Statement Has Been 
Unearthed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—A dispatch to 
the World from Rome says: 

“The World correspondent visited the 
Vatican t6 obtain authoritative tnfor- 
matietr regarding the ré@ported finding 
in the Vatican afchi¥es of Pontius 
Pilate’s report to Emperor Tiberius of 
the crucifixion of Christ. One story 
current was that the original report 
had been found, and that the Pope 
had ordéred a careful Study of it. An- 
other Was that the document discov- 
ered Was hot Pilate’s own report, but 
& manuscript of A.D. 149, referring 
to it, while other fragmentary writings 
of the third and fifth centuries, touch- 
ing the same matter Have come to light 
before. 

“The correspondent found the Vati- 
can authorities very reticent. Some 
officials were very chary of admitting 
that anything had been discovered at 
all, and Were extremely apprehensive 
lest they might be represented as giv- 
ing color to an expectation that a con- 
temporary account of the most solemn 
event in the world’s history is in ex- 
istence. 

“The sub-keeper of the Vatican ar- 
chives said: 
extremely catitiouS about permitting 
the ptiblication of ay document with 
the of Holy See, the au- 
thenticity of which may afterward be 
resohably contested. His Holiness has 
been profoundly interested in the pos- 
Bibility of the discovery of the original 
document referred to in the one dated 
A.D. 149, but’so far search has beén 
fruitless.’ 

“The correspondent gathered that 
the manuscript of A.D. 149 only re- 
fers to the earlier report, and con- 
tains no details of any Value, and that 
& careful, exNaustive search for the 
original is now being made in the 
Vatican by experts specially commis- 
Sioned by the Holy Father, who dre 
also to search for references to it in 
Written earlier than A.D. 


“The first indication of the possible 
existence of this exceedingly interest- 
ng report was obtained accidentally 
by an erudite monk éfigaged in look- 
ing through the archives of the fifth 
century, and gathering facts concern- 
ing the éarly history of the papacy. 
He followed the clew back to manu- 
3 ag of the third centutry, and then 

pursued ‘his task, un- 
til furthef alluston was found in the 
document of A.D. 149; 

“There the is brought 
to a standstill for the present, and 
the Pope has given strict injunctioris 
that no translation of references’ in 
the doctimefits Shall be published tin- 
til submittéd for His sanction. The 
attitude of the Vatican authorities on 
the matter is one of skepticism as to 
the likelihood of any otiginal authentic 
information being unearthed.” 


MAID SERVANT'S FORTUNE. 


Serena M. Martin Rec Receives the Meed 
of Forty Years’ Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.} 

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—After four years 
of conflict in the courts; Miss Serena 
M. Martin has at length gained a for- 
tune, the gift of her uncéle, Edward 
Martin, whom she served as companion 
and maid-of-all-work for forty years 
prior to his death. To her it means 
wealth amounting to more than $200,000, 
and it sé¢ems now that nothing can pre- 
vent her coming into possession of it. 

When Miss Martin was 9 years old 
she entered the household of Edward 
Martin, then a wealthy farmer of Red 
Hook, N. Y. That was more than a

half-century ago, and frorh that time 
Up to his death, which occurred Decem- 
ber 3, 1893, she was his constant com- 
panion. The old man was not unmind- 
ful of the devotion, and he Bought ts 

make provision for her during his tlife- 
time., According to the evidence dur- 
ing the trial, he rented a safety-deposit 
box in a bank, and early in 189) began 
to make regular deposits in it, telling 
his friends at the time he wished it un- 
derstood that whatever he put into the 
box was for his niece. At the time of 
his death these securities amounted to 
$167,000, and of this he made no mention 
in his will, evidently With the belief, 
so the court has now decided, that it 
all belonged to Miss Martin. 

But the other heirs, of whom there 
are about twenty-six, were not long in 
raising their objection to this disposi- 
tion of the property. The will was filed 


for probate at “Seward, in Kendall 
eounty, and almost immediately a 
nephew, J. Fielding Martin, began suit 


to contest it, his contention being that 
the $167,000 in the safety-deposit box 
should be counted as a portion of the 
: tate and apportioned among the 

From the first the contest has been A 
determined one. This was augmented 
by the disapprintment of the heirs he- 
cause they had counted that their uncle 
was easily a thillionaire, and it de- 
vVéloped that the estate amounted only 
to $390,000. The Supreme Court of Ili- 
nois has finally decided that all the se- 
curities in the safety box, bonds and 
mortgages alike, belong to Miss Martin. 

During the four years the case has 
heen pending in the courts, these se- 
curittes have heen accumulating inter- 
est. All this will go to Miss Martin 
with the principal. But this is not all 
her wealth, for her uncle took care to 
provide her a homestead before he 
died, and deeded her his farm at Red 
Hook, N. Y. This is said to be worth 
ce 000 more, and no one has disputed 

er title to to it.

ARMY OF PENSIONERS, 


FIFTY TAOUSAND NEW SAMBS PUT 
LPON THE ROLLS. 


About Four Thousand Others Re- 
stored to the Lists—Total 
Over the Previous Year Was 
Less Than Six Thousand—Claims 
Allowed and Disallowed, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. J 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Theé fitst 
annual feport of Commissioner of 
Pensions Clay Evans to the Secretary 
of the Interior was made public to- 
day. There were added to the pen-. 
sion rolls during the year the names of 
60,191 hew pensioners, and there were 
restored to the rolis 2971 pensioners 
who had been previously dropped, a 
total of 54,072. 

During the same period the losses to 
the roll were 31,960 by death; 1074, by 
remarriage of widows and mothers; 1945 
by legal limitations (minors;) 2683 for 
failure to claim pension for’ three 
years, and 4560 for other causes, an ag- 
greeate of 41,122. The whole number . 
of pensioners on the rolis, June 30, 1897, 
“was 976,014. The gain over the previous 
year was 5336. Seven widows of revolu- 
tionary soldiers and 9 daughters of 
revolutionary soldiers are still on the .- 
rolls. 

During the year 76,234 ¢laims of va- 
rious classes were disallowed. 
humber, however, does not include 
claims which were made for higher 
rates of pensions. The amount dis- 
bursed for pensions by the pension 
agents during the year was $139,799,242,: 
and the amount dishursed by the treas- 
ury settlement was $159,475, a total of 
$139,949,717. This exceeds the amount 
disbursed during the fiscal year 1896 
by the sum of $1,594,490. 

If 14,671 certificates which were 
held in the bureau until July 1, 1897, 
had been mailed to the pension agénts 
during the fiscal year, they would have 
required first payments amounting to 
$2,191,694, besides the additional value, 
which would also have been a charge 
upon the appropriation. This amount, 
added to that. actually disbursed, 
makes an aggregate of $141,990,936. The 
appropriation for the payment of pen- 
sions for the fiscal year 1897 was only 
$140,000,000. 

The average annual value of each 
pension at the close of the year was 


$183.17. The average annual value of 
each pension under’ tie general law 
was $162.04; each under the act of 
June 27, 1890, was $199.25. The agerfe- 


gate annual value of all pensions at 
the clofte of the year Was $129,795.42, 
This, of eourse, exrludes the cases that 
were held up. There were 44 original 
and 7 duplicate bounty land claims 
admitted, and 145 original claims of thig 
character rejected. 


PASSENGER BUSINESS. 


The Western Making 
Some New Arrangements,

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—The Western 
Passenger Association will, tn a few 
days, close its arrangements with (he 
Atlantie steamship companies for the 
handling of the immigrant traffic en- 
tering at the port of New York. They 
have now secured the consent of all 
of the western roads that tie business 
shall be handled and routed through 
the Immigrant Clearing-house Associa- 
tion in New York. The committee ap-

It consideted the matters very cares 
fully, but came to the conclusion that 
it would be unable to acjust matters 
until after the settlement of the af- 
fairs of the Union Paéific, and of the 
Union Pacifie, Denver and Gulf.

ing over the probable action of the new 
owners of the Union Pacifie, regarding 
their right to use the big bridge be- 
tween Council Binffs and Omaha. 
They are fearful that the new owfiefa 
will take the stand that they are not 
bound by the contracts of the old cr- 
ganization, and will make an effort 
to shut them out of Omaha, and at 
least demand from them an increased 
rental for the right to crogs the bridge. 
In the latter event, it fs likely that 
there will be the tallest sort of a4 
fight, as. both roads declare that they 
have contracts, and will make every 
effort to hold the management of the 
Union Pacific to therm.

APOTHEOSIS OF TAMMANY 

While most of the respectable news- 
papers of the country, Democratic as 
well as Republican, are expressing re- 
gret that the election of a Democratic 
Mayor in Greater New York involves 
the reéntry of Tammany Hall into a 
controlling influence in New York poli- 
tics, the pragmatical Stockton Mail 
waxes exuberant, and even unctuous, 
over the triumph of that infamous or- 
ganization of political banditti. The 
Stockton Mail says: 

“The great victory won in New York 
means the election, of a Democratic 
president in 1900. It means that the 
good cause of the people is neither cead 
nor sleeping. It means that the new 
Democracy is quick with vigorous life, 
that from the nettle of defeat it has 
plicked the flower of splendid victory. 
It means that we will line up in 1900° 
on the same old field and that we will 
whip the trusts and monopolies as 
sure as the sun shines. 

“The message sent forth yesterday 
by the victorious Democracy is a mes- 
sage of good-cheer to the millions. It 
comes, with its tidings of gladness, to 
make happy the hearts of the plain 
people. It means that the government 
will soon be administered for the mil- 
lions and not for the millionaires. It 
means that government by injunction 
is not to take the place of government 
by law. It means a return to the doc- 
-trines of the fathers, It means that. the 
rights of man are to dominate the 
rights of dollars. 

“It is a good day for the land. Let 
us take heart of good courage. For we 
have met the enemy and made a. 
breakfast of him.” 

Tammany'’s triumph “means the 
election of a Democratic President in 
1900,” does it? Who is to be the lucky 
man? Will it be Dick Crocker, or Van 
Wreck, or Sheehan, or some other Tam- 
many creature? If Boss Tweed were 
alive and out of jail, it might be Boss 
‘Tweed. Certainly it will not be Bryan; 
for Bryan is not of the Tammany cult, 
neither is he a Democrat. Who is the 
coming man, whom Tammany is to 
make President of the United States 
‘in the year of grace 1900? The infor- 
mation vouchsafed by the Stockton 
paper is important, if true, and we all 
‘want to know more about the matter. 

And “it means that the good cause 
of the people is neither dead nor 
sleeping,’ does it? It means that “the 
new Democracy is quick with vigorous 
life,” eh? How long has it been since 
the cause of Tammany Hall became 
the “good Cause of the people’? Is the 
Stockton Mail man so new and inex- 
perienced that he has never heard of 
‘Tammany Hall? It must be so, for 
otherwise he would know that of all 
the political trusts, monopolies and 
conspiracies that have disgraced, cor- 
rupted, pillaged and oppressed a free 
people, Tammany Hall enjoys the bad 
distinction of being the worst. Tam- 
many Hall makes no pretense to hon- 
esty or patriotism. It despises and 
tramples upon the rights of “the plain. 
people.” It Knows no such thing as 
the sacredness of the ballot. Its high- 
est impelling motive is t@plunder the 
public. It stops at no crime against 
liberty or law in the accomplishment 
of its schemes of devastation. And the 
“new Democracy”! In the name of all 
that is good, what is the new Democ- 
racy? If it “lines up” in support of 

“the crimes and excesses of Tammany, 
wherein is it better than Tammany? 

If the new Democracy can send forth 
to the millions no other message of 
good cheer than the rehabilitation of |

| HANNIS TAYLOR. 

If there is any good reason why 
Hannis Taylor, ex-Minister to Spain 
from the United States, should have. 
rushed into print at the present time, 
that reason is not in evidence. His 
statements and opinions, published in 
a New York paper, appear to be gra- 


| tuitous and unnecessary. They serve— 


if they have any effect—to complicate 
the existing situation as regards the 
United States, Spain and Cuba; and 
heaven knows the situation was com- 
plicated enough before Hannis Taylor 
broke into print. 

Mr. Taylor is now a private citizen, 
and his opinions have no official value. 
He has, of course, the same legal rights 
to express his views, in public or in 
privaté, as has every other American 
citizen. But his good taste in exercis- 
ing this right is at least questionable. 
His statements will be given an exag- 
gerated importance in Spain, by reason 
of his former position as United States 
Minister, and may lead to complica- 
tions more or less serious. In this 
country they will be received only as 
the utterances of a private citizen, who 
has had- unusual. opportunities for 
studying the Spanish-Cuban question 
by reason of his residence for some 
years in Spain in an official capacity. 

In publicly charging the Spanish gov- 
ernment and the ruling classes in 
Spain with bad faith as regards auton- 
omy and other suggested reforms in 
Cuba, Mr. Taylgr shows, to say the 
least, a lack of discretion and good 
judgment. If he was possessed of facts 
which ought to be in possession of our 
government, it. was his duty to have 
communicated those facts to the State 
Department before his retirement from 
the office of Minister to Spain. If he 
failed to do so, he was derelict in his 
duty. If he did so, he has no moral 
right at the present time to make the 
information public through the medium 
of a newspaper article, or through any 
other medium 

It would_have been in far better taste 
for Mr. Taylor to have sent his com- 
munication to the State Department at 
Washington than to have sent it to a 
newspaper. By so doing he might, per- 
haps, have served at.once the interests 
of the United States and of Cuba. His 
ill-advised newspaper publicity has 
done no good, and it may do harm. 
Mr. Taylor has evidently not yet 
learned to appreciate the difference be- 
tween the speech that is brassy and 
the silence that is golden. :

SMALL SILVER COINS. 


Increase of Latin Union Mintage in 
Relation to Bimetallism. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says: 
“Secretary of the Treasury Gage, 
when seen in regard to the decision of 
the countries comprising the Latin 
Union to increase the number of their 
small silver coins to the amount of f.1 
for each one of their population, said 
there was no significance whatever in 
this action as affecting the broad ques- 
tion if bimetallism.. The additional 
small coins are to be coined from f.5 


that as the f.5 pieces have a full legal- 
tender coinage value in-the Latin 
Union countries only to the amount of 
f.40, or about $7.75, the effect was really 
to reduce the volume of legal-tender 
silver in the Latin Union countries to 
the amount of f.5 pieces coined into 
minor coins, - He said he supposed the 
countries interested were led to take 
this~‘action by the demand for small 
change. 

“The population of the five countries 
composing the Latin Union—Belgium, 
France, Italy, Switzerland and Greece— 
is about 81,000,000, and as the new small 
coins are to “be to the amount of f.1 
for each inhabitant, there ‘will be with- 
drawn from circulation in these coun- 
tries about $8,000,000 of f.5 pieces. “While 
this amount is large, it is a small step 
in the direction of retirement of legal- 
tender silver coins in the Latin Union 
countries, and as the initiative was 
taken by Switzerland, it is believed to 
be possible that it is one of the first 
steps of that country in the direction of 
getting rid of full legal-tender silver 
adopting an exclusively gold stand- 
ard. 

“The volume of full legal-tender f.5 
pieces which are held by the Latin 
Union countries has been responsible to 
a great extent, it is said, for keeping 
alive the agitation for international bi- 
metallism in France and other coun- 
tries composing this union, and if Swit- 
zerland should solve the difficulty by 
getting rid of her legal-tender silver, it 
would, it is thought, decrease the 
strength of the bimetallic agitation in 
Europe.” 


GRANTED LANDS. 


Suit in Opposition to the Sale of 
Railway Property. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. PAUL, Now 5.—Judge Sanborn 
of the United States Circuit Court had 
before him today in chambers, the 
suit of Robert C. Carr, et al., against 
the receivers of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company, a petition for a prelim- 
inary injunction to restrain the sale of 
the granted lands of the Denver, Pa- 
cific Railway and Telegraph Company, 
whose line runs some 106 miles from 

Denver to Cheyenne, Wyo. 

In 1869 the Denver Pacific Railway 
and Telegraph Company had a con- 
tract with William Evans of Colorado, 
well-remembered as a Governor of that 
State, by which contract he was to 
have all the lands in excess of 800,000 
acres. The land was mortgaged to se- 
cure first-mortgage bonds. The decree 
of foreclosure provides for the sale of 
all the granted lands to pay the ‘mort- 
gage debt. The complainants are the 
heirs of Evans, and claim that. of the 
granted lands there is an excess over 
800,000 acres, and that the sale ought 
not to be held until the excess is de- 
termined and the excess set apart. 

The respondents claim that there is 
no excess; and that the matter ought 
not to be opened after sleeping thirty 
years. It was understood in Union 
Pacific circles that Mortimer Taylor of 
Topeka, the counsel for the complain- 
ants, proposes to stop the sale of the 
line of the Denver and Pacific Railroad 
and Telegraph Company, but on the 
contrary, he asks no more than an 
order prohibiting the sale of granted 
lands. |

HAVE BEEN WRECKED. 

As it is His Second Experience of 

the Kind in the Same Locality 


Skepticism Prevails. ~ 


REPUTED TO BE A BOOMER. 


STARTED A COMPANY TO MINE IN 
LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


Formerly Lived Near San Fernando 
in This County—Was Arrested 
on a Serious Charge, but Ac- 
quitted Thereof. 


{BY THD TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRB.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 5.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Capt. A. W. Hall, who 
arrived in San Diego Tuesday from 
the coast of Lower California, seems 
{fo be, from his own story, one of the 
most constant victims of adverse for- 
tune. This last exploit of his is not 
the first misfortune of a similar kind 
that he has met with tn Lower Cali- 
fornia. 


that Capt. Hall first made his ap- 
pearance in San Francisco. He came 
here from the southern part of the 
State, hailing from San Diego, Pasa- 
dena, Los Angeles and other cities he- 
low Tehachepi. He represented him: 
self as a thining man and a sailor, and 
claimed to have discovered valuable 
properties on Santa Rosalia Bay. Dur- 
ing his stay here, he interested a num- 
ber of persons in a mining venture 
and produced maps of his explorations 
in Lower California, with specimens of 
quartz and rock. | 

He met a mining man named C. A. 
Macomber, and by means of some 
specmens submitted for assay, induced 
him to assist in organizing a company, 
of which Barclay Henley was elected 
president and C. B. Hender secretary, 
with Macomber as general manager. 
Prof. George Davidson was also in- 
duced to consider the prospects, and 
render a report, while other well- 
known business men were induced to 
subscribes 


Macomber’s company, he became ac- 
quainted with H. M.'Miller, who, with 
a number of others, was interested in 
fiber culture on land on which Hall 
claimed his gold mines were located. 
He sudderily broke off negotiations 
with Macomber and soon, with sev- 
eral companions, sailed from here in 
the schooner Gracie S., for the south- 
ern. mines. It was in.this schooner 
that he claims to have been wrecked. 

When Macomber and his friends got 
rid of Hall, they accidentally learned 
that a man of his description appeared 
in San Diego about five years ago and 
claimed to have been wrecked in Santa 
Rosalia Bay. He said his cousin, who 
greatly resembled him, had, prior to 
their departure, insured his life in his 
favor, and that he was lost at sea. 
Hall, it is said by Prof. A. W. An- 
thony, Macomber’s correspondent, at- 
tempted to collect his cousin’s life in- 
Surance, but people were suspicious, 
and thought Hall was attempting to 
collect insurance on his own life. Th 
claim was never paid. | 

During the interval Hall lived nea 
San Fernando in Los Angeles county, 
and had frequent disputes with a 
neighbor, Henry Kegel. The wife of the 
latter died from the effects of a beat- 
ing. Hall was accused of the crime,’ 
but proved an alibi. 
“Early in 1896 Hall was found by th 
captain of the. schooner Wahlberg, a 
guano poacher, ont Santa Rosalia Bay, 
where he clai to have been ship- 
wrecked. He said he had subsisted on 
gulls’ eggs, and had been out of water 
for several days. He had sailed from 
San Diego on a sloop on a mining ex- 
pedition and was shipwrecked in nearly 
the same location as that where he 
claims his last misfortune took place. 

Miller, who was one of the promoters 
of the last expedition, has been look- 
ing after his properties in Lower Cali- 
fornia, but is now on his way back. He 
was due in San Diego about the time 
of Hall’s return, but whether he met 
him or not is not known by his busi- 
ness associates here. Those who have 
business dealings with Hall claim not 
to be able to account for the stories of 
shipwreck, and prefer not to express 
positive opinions until more definite 
facts about the latest expedition are 
at hand.

PRACTICAL LESSONS: 


WORK OF THE CLASS IN CHEMIS- 
TRY AT THE Y.M.C.A, 
Over Fifty Students Taking the 
Course—Other Classes Full—In 
All Nearly Four Hundred Boys 

Being Instructed, 


Over fifty men and boys attended the 


' third lesson ef the Y.M.C.A. class in 


practical ‘mining and chemistry last 
night. 
Prof. ta J. Stabler. professor of 


chemistry of the University of South- 
ern California, was in charge of the 
class, and each student was furnished 
with an alcohol lamp, blow pipe and a 
piece of platinum wire, as parapherna- 
lia for the work, and the professor then 
passed among them the various chem- 
icals representing the metals. The idea 
was to teach the student to discover 
“by color’ whether a piece of rock or 
anything else, when heated to a_ white 
heat, contained gold, silver, copper, lead 
or any other metal. Each and all the 
metals give their colors when subjected 
to a flame of intense heat. For in- 
stance, copper when so fused, burns a 
bright emerald green; lead is blue and 
so on, 

The work was very interesting, as 
well as being highly instructive, and 
every young man or boy who finishes 
the full course of lessons will have a 
practical knowledge of chemistry that 
will be invaluable to him should he 
adopt prospecting and mining as a vo- 
cation. 

In addition to the chemistry class the 
Y.M.C.A. was also furnishing last 
night instruction in book-keeping, com- 
mercial work, typewriting, stenography, 
etc., and in all over five hundred men 
and boys were in the home of the as- 
sociation studying something that will 
be of use to them by and by, if not 
right now. 

In speaking of the work now in hand 
one of the officers of the Y.M.C.A. 
said last night: ““‘We hope and we are 
praying for the time to come when the 
Young Men's Christian Association of 
Los Angeles will have 
which to found a practical school of 
learning. We want to teach the young 
men and boys to be good men, good 
citizens, and we realize that the good 
eitizen is the man who knows how to 
help himself. We know that with the 
sum stated we could found and con- 
duct a college of practical learning in 
Los Angeles such as Europe boasts of 
in many cities. We could and would, 
and I may say will, teach the boys of Los 
Angeles useful trades and make them 
skilled workmen in all lines. While we 
are educating them we will surround 
them with influences such as are neces- 
sary to make a_ steady, prosperous 
workman.

Sugar Beets, 


SHE campaign at the Alamitos 
beet-sugar factory has just closed, 
and that at Chino will soon be 
over. 

The Alamitos Company reports hav- 
ing worked up the product of about 
3000 acres of sugar beets, yielding, in 
round ‘figures, 30,000 tons, from which 
about 6,000,000 pounds of sugar was 
The average sugar percentage 
of. the beets was ahout 16, which is 
quite satisfactory. 

This factory has a nominal capacity 
of 350 tons of beets daily. On some 
occasions it has worked as high as 450 
tons, which is creditable to the manu- 
facturers of the American machinery 
used in the factory. Next season the 
capacity of the present plant will be 
doubled, so that at least 700 tons of 
beets will be worked up daily. 

The Chino factory -has used, up to 
date, about 75,000 tons of beets. It 
is expected to work up about 25,000 
tons more, making a total of 100,000 
tons, from which the total product of 
sugar will be, in round figures, 24,000,000 
pounds. The average percentage of 
sugar in the beets at Chino has been 
this season about 15. The late rains 
caught a large quantity of beets. in 
the ground, so that thére wilt be a 
considerable loss to the growers. The 
factory appears to have contracted for 
a larger amount of beets than it could 
handle. For the next season a new 
contract will be made, whereby half 
the beet product’ will be supplied 
through Easton, Eldridge & Co., who 
handle the land department for the 
company, outsiagé of the fac- 

y. 

As The Times has already sug- 
duce a rotation of crops in beet rais- 
ing, and to fertilize occasienally, in 
arder to secure satisfactory returns 
year after year. 
we have been frequently told, _ that 
the sugar beet draws most of its sus- 
tenance from the atmosphere throwgh

Electric Light, 


BOUT a year ago the West Side 
Lighting Company commenced busi- 

5” ness at the new power stationon Sec- 
ond street, which was formerly the 
power-house of the old Second-street 
cable road. This’ enterprise is now 
known as the Edison Electric Company. 
The plant has a capacity of about 100) 
horse power, and will shortly be en- 
larged. Over 20,000 incandescent lights 
have already been installed, and ad- 
ditions are being made at the rate of 
about 2000 per month. There are 150 
2000-candle are lights in use, with a 
capacity of 150 additional. 

The company has over thirty miles 
of lines erected, mosily in the finest 
residence portions of the city, 
before this company commenced busi- 
ness, neither electric nor gas light 
could be obtained. 

This company was the first in Los 
Angeles to appreciate the value of the 
enterprise of the Southern California 
Power Company, which is constructing 
the longest-distance electric transmis- 
sion water-power plant in the world, 
and promptly closed a contract to 
take all its power from the company. 
Sinceathen the Los Angeles Railway 
Company, Pasadena and Los Angeles 
Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica Railway Company? and 
the Pasadena Electric Light and Power 
Company have all entered into con- 
tracts to take power from the same 


company. 


Four months ago the company. pur- 
chased from the General Electric Com- 
pany the exclusive right to use, in the 
city of Los Angeles, all the Edison elec- 
trical machinery, apparatus and lamps 
made and controlled by the Edison 
companies, General Electric Company 
and the allied Thomson-Houston, 
United States and Brush électric, - 
his includes the exclusive 
right to use the Edison three-wire un- 
derground system. While there are 
many serious obstacles to the introduc- 
tion of underground circuits in a city 
constructed like Los Angeles, with few 
buildings excavated to the curbs, it is 
the intention of this company to pro- 
ceed with the underground work just 
as soon as the same is required, and 
can be done without too great inter- 
ference with the streets and walks in 
making the numerous inlets and con- 
nections. 

The president of the company is 
George H. Barker. The company is at 
present lighting the Van Nuys Hotel, 
the Nadeau Hotel, the Westminster 
Hotel, Hotel Vincent, the Bradbury 
building, Byrne building, Times build- 
ing. Lankershim building, the Ebell 
building, City Hall and the Hallett & 
Pirtle building, about one hundred of 
the principal stores and business 
houses, eleven churches and over five 
hundred residences.

Ostriches. 

HE business of raising ostriches for 

the plumes has been successfully 

earried out in Los Angeles county 
for. over ‘ten years. In 1885 Edwin 
CawSton, the proprietor of the Norwalk 
farm, chartered a sailing ship and em- 
barked with fifty-two birds from South 
Africa, the home of the biped, where 
they are raised in large numbers. Ten 
pe ed in transit, so that forty-two 
arrivéd, after a smooth passage, safely 
in California, but the birds never 
seemed to fully recover from their long 
sea voyage, and at this time only one 
of the forty-two survives. From them,

can trade. Considering the risk of 
transit, the wild nature of the birds, the 
danger of acclimatization and the long 
sea voyage, the result may be con- 
sidered a decided success. The feathers 
in the United States are protected by 
an import duty of 20 per cent., and are 
sold direct to jhe retail dealer, thus 
avoiding the commissions required for 
brokers at the great ostrich markets of 
the world. 

At Norwalk ‘and South Pasadena the 
birds have been kept in small corrals— 
so small that a South African ostrich 
farmer would assert that they could 
not thrive in such a small space—and 
are fed on alfalfa, sugar beets, corn 
and that kind of produce. The experi- 
ence of ten years, however, has shown 
that they thrive famously in their cor- 
rals; that they grow as large, and that 
their feathers are as good in quality 
and as large in size as those of the 
Cape. The younger birds—those not 
kept in corrals for breeding purposes— 
roam in troops in larger’ inclosures; 
and a troop of birds running with their 
wings outspread, alarmed at some un- 
usual sight, is a most beautiful spec- 
tacle. 

An avéradge bird weighs about two 
hundred and fifty pounds, and stands 
seven feet high; it- is omniverous, car- 
njiverous to some extent, and voracious; 
it will eat stones, leather, oranges, and 

as been known to swallow gimlets, 
lighted pipes, and even a né@jvspaper 
properly rolled for consumption. The 
hard substances are used to grind the 
food in its stomach. Gravel-has_ to 
‘be supplied them freely for this pur- 
pose, just as fishbones to canaries. 

The South Pasadena Ostrich Farm, 
conducted by Messrs. Cockburn & Caw- 
ston, is located on the line of the Pasa- 
dena electric road. Here are. sixty 
large birds and twenty chicks. The 
grounds cover six acres. The products 
_of the farm are sold in the shape of 
ostrich tips, boas, collars, muffs, fans 
and capes in various colors. 

This enterprise is unique in 
United States.

A Model Dairy. | 

S RECENTLY mentioned in this 
A department, Mr. Davis, the indus- 

trial commissioner of the Santa Fé 
Railroad, is of the. ovinion that the 
dairy business is the most promising of 
the partially-developed industries of 
Southern California. There are a num- 
ber of important dairy enterprises in 
this section, but there is room for.many 
more. 

Among the principal dairies of this 
section is that known as the Lynwood 
Dairy and Stock Farm, whose wagons 
are familiar on the streets of Los An- 
geles. This dairy produced about 3000 


pounds of milk daily during the month 
of September, besides which 3500 pounds 


were bought daily from outside parties. 


The latter is converted into cream and 
butter, while the milk produced on the 
ranch is retailed in Los Angeles. It re- 
quires 300 gallons of cream daily to 
supply the trade. 

e Lynwood Dairy and Stock Farm, 
owned. by Sessions & Co., is situated at 
Lynwood Station, ten miles- south of 
Los Angeles, and consists of 327 acres 
of semi-moist land. There are milked 
on this dairy nearly 200 cows all the 
year. The cows are mostly graded 
Guernsey, Jersey and Holstein, with a 
few full bloods, the Guernsey and Jer- 
sey being in such numbers as to make 
the mixed milk of good quality, usually 
above 4 per cent. of butter fat, with 
the solids above the standard. 

The milk, as soon as taken from the 
cows, is thoroughly aerated and cooled 
by the most approved process, which 
removes all animal or other odors, and 
is then drawn into thoroughly steril- 
ized cans, and set into running water 
to keep cool until it is time to start 
for the city. The feed given the cows 
is alfalfa, oats and rye, grass hay, 
beets, pumpkins, corn and oat ensilage, 
all of which produces the best flaveéred 
milk. Pure artesian water flows in 
évéry corral, and is a prominent factor 
in the production of pure milk. 

The milk and cream is all sold in Los 
Angeles, the routes at present requiring 
300 gallons of milk and 15 to 20 gallons 
of cream daily. 

At this dairy there isacomplete Pas- 
teurizing plant, to furnish Pasteurized 
milk to such customers as may prefer 
it. Pasteurized milk is very popular in 
the East, as the process through which 
it goes kills germs of all kinds, if any 
should be in the milk, making it per- 
fectly safe for children and invalids. 

In addition to the milk produced on 
the farm, several. thousand pounds 
are bought of farmers and made into 
butter, which goes to the fancy trade 
in Los Angeles. 

It has been said that exhibitors from 
Southern California would stand no 
show in exhibiting stock at the State 
Fair, but in the pens of this firm are 
numbers of State-Fair prize-winning 
Berkshire and Poland China swine. The 
company won fourteen premiums this 
year, and in five years’ have won fifty- 
seven premiums, amounting to $900. 


A Bicycle Track, 


3ICYCLE track between Pasadena 
A and Los Angeles, to be known as 
~ the California Cycleway, is said to 
be an assured fact. The company, which 
was incorporated some time ago, with 
H. M. Dobbins, S. V. Landt, W. R. 
Stevenson, Edwin, Groenendyke and E. 
R. Braley as directors, has acquired 
right-of-way from Pasadena to Los An- 
geles, except about three-quarters of 
a mile. They are working to acquire 
the balance. The Pasadena News gives 
the following particulars in regard to 
this enterprise:

Progressive Santa Monica, 

HE past year has witnessed the 
T comptetion of many improvements 

in Santa Monica, especially on the 
south side, where, according to the Sig- 
nal, over eight new dwellings have 
been erected during the past nine 
months, at an aggregate cost of at 
least $35,000. 

The City Water Company has also 
invested this year $8000 in its plant, 
and there are other investments) on 
tha¥Y side which will bring the total 
up to $50,000. 

On the’ north side there have been 
over thirty-five houses built, with an 
aggregate value of $37,000; improvements 
to those existing prior to January 1, 
at least $10,000. To this should be

A Successful Creamery. 

HE Clearwater Creamery Com- 

pany is handiing about ten thcus- 

and pounds of milk daily at ms 
new butter-manufacturing plant 
South Clearwater, close to the. line of 
the Terminal Railway. It is conducted 
on the codperative plan and most of 
the patrons of the institution are num- 
bered among its owners. The opera- 
tion of the concern was transferred to 
the new building about a month ago. 


The plant, which is fairly complete up 
to a certain capacity, has cost about 


$3500. C. C. Ridgeway is the superin- 
tendent and cperates the creamery 
with the aid of one assistant. The 


milk delivered by each of the patrons 
is tested for butter fat and the pro- 
ceeds of each month's product is 
vided among the patrons acéording to 
the recorded quantity and quality of 
milk delivered, the operating expenses 
and a certain percentage on_the stock- 
holders’ investment being first de- 
ducted. The earnings on stock are 
being applied to the completion of pay- 
ments on the plant. The concern has 
about thirty stockholders, most of 
whom own two $50 shares each. 

Each day’s milk is delivered at. the 
creamery early in the morning, weighed 
and discharged into a_ receiving vat. 
The milk is gradually discharged into 
two separators, each of which makes 
nearly eight thousand revolutions per 
A stream of milk, minus ils 
cream, is discharged through one spout 
and the cream emerges through an- 
other and is kept in a tank at a 
temperature till next. morning,. when 
the buiter is separated in a big centif- 
ugal churn. ; 

Low temperatures are produced in 
the storage room, and about the work 
where needed, by means of the circula- 
tion of water through pipes leading to 
and from an ammonia gas machine. 

When a patron has delivered his milk 
he receives an iron weight proportion- 
ately equivalent thereto. He drivesto 
the skimmed-milk tank, drops — the 
weight in the proper place and it acts 
like a nickel-in-the-slot machine. It 
automatically weighs out the quantity 
of skimmed milk in the proportion of 
80 pounds to each 100 pounds delivered. 
The plant has cement floors and the 
drainage is excellent. The place is 
destitute of bad odors. 

The product of the creamery is de- 
livered regularly to a market. The man 
who does the marketing makes statis- 
tical returns therefor and receives a 
commission,

Packing-Houses. 
Tors rapid increase of the fruit crop 


of Southern California hes led toa 
demand for greatly-increased pack- 
ing facilities. The Riverside Fruit Com- 
pany recently completed the largest 
and most complete packing-house in 
Riverside. It is located on.the corner 
of Twelfth street and Pachappa avenue, 
and was built for the Riverside Fruit 
Company. The,size of the building is 
75x125 feet. It is lighted by electricity, 
and electric power is used to run the 
grader and the elevator. The elevator 
is a new device, and is a decided nov- 
elty. It is an endless belt, with projec- 
tions on which the fruit is carried from 
the sorting table up to the grader. The 
speed of the elevator can be easily reg- 
ulated to feed the fruit to the grader 
as fast as the grader can work. Facili- 
ties are provide or eighteen packers. 
A three-horse 4 ic motor supplies 
all needed power. 
The Southern Pacific Company is 
building three new packing-houses in 
Riverside, which will be completed by 
December 1 
In Redlands the floor space of the 
packing-houses will be more than 
double that of last year. The mam- 
moth brick packing-house of the Red- 
lands Orange Growers’ Association is 
nearing completion. The Fay Fruit 
Company has erected a new house, the 
Earl Fruit Company has more than 
doubled the size of its house, and the 
buildings occupied by the Gregory 
Company have been nearly doubled. ©

Electrical Irrigation. 

HE San Bernardino Sun states that 

there have been for a year or more 

plans under consideration for a bet- 
ter irrigation of lands to the north of 
the city by means of pumping plants. 
Some ranchers and fruit-growers hava 
put in wells, and with a gasoline engine 
pumped water sufficient for small 
tracts, but the engines cause trouble, 


ras they need occasionally the care ,of 


an experienced engineer, while the man 
who runs them sometimes has but lit- 
tle knowledge of machinery; hence the 
trouble. 

The idea has been advanced of run- 
ning an electric wire through the fruit 
and ranch region for the purpose of 
supplying a safe and permanent power 
for pumping purposes, but the scheme 
has not developed yet to a satisfactory 
conclusion. The large wells to the west 
and northwest of the city have adopted 
this means successfully, but-it is not 
available for the home ranch, where a 
small motor is needed to supply water 
for the orchard and for domestic use. 
This will come in the near future. The 
electric companies have the problem 
under consideration, and 
season for irrigation it will probably be 
solved.

A Great Wine Section. 


UCAMONGA and neighboring set- 
tlements, on what used to be called 
the “forty-mile desert,’ in San 
Bernardino county, are bug centers of 
horticulture, fruit drying. espe- 


cially wine making. The Bernar- 
dino Times-Index says: 
“Of the 19,000 acres in camonga 


proper, nearly. one-half are under cui- 
tivation, most of the trees and vines 
in bearing, but some only” partly so. 


Sultanas, will amount to forty or fifty 
carloads. At least seventy-five carloads 
of dried fruits, chiefly apricots, peaches 
and prunes, have been or will be, sent 
out from the three communities, a 
large portion of which, however, goes 
to Ontario to be dried and packed and 
shipped to a market frommthere. M. E. 
Post has already during the present 
year sent 1900 tons of wine grapes to 
Los Angeles, and other extensive ship- 
ments will be made. It is expected that 
the season’s output of oranges will ag- 
gregate 100 carloads; of lemons, at 
least several cars, and of potatoes, of 
the very finest quality. some 45,000 
sacks. A large amount of hay is pro- 
duced and shipped, and an extensive. 
vegetable garden is now operated by 
Chinamen north of the winery. Lemons 
are beginning to be grown and cured 
in notable quantities, and three pack- 
ing-houses have been built in the dis- 
trict in the last eight months—one for 
deciduous fruits, one for oranges and 
the third for curing lemons. 

“Bull & Hines, a Chicago firm, who 
are already owners Of an extensive 
olive grove just south of Cucamonga 
station, on the Santa Fé road, are now 
laying pipe to conduct water down to 
a tract of 160 acres which they have 
purchased north of Hermosa, and upon 
which some 13.000 lemon trees will be 
planted, 

“The Cucamonga winery. of which: 
J. Cc. Sommer is manager, has an old- 


' &stablished reputation, and manufac- 


tures all grades of light wines, ports, 
sherries, etc. The output is from 150,- 
gallons of wine annually. 

“Last spring a party of Los Angeles 
wine men bought a section of land here 
and are now negotiating for the pur- 
chase of another section, with the in- 
tention of planting it all to vines, and 
erecting a winery of a quarter of a 
million gallons capacity. If these things 
be done Cucamonga may become in 
future as celebrated for the quantity of 
its wine product as it is now for the

Many came 
‘and all adopted the country with en- 
thusiasm, but one by one drifted back 
to Warsaw or Cracow, or the forests 
of their own still country. Yes, we 
have more men devoted to letters and 
art in Poland than in other lands of 
comparative extent; it is because poli- 
tics has been dead there for years, and 
commerce. deteriorated to awkwardly 
necessary exchange. -Naturally, the 
men fed on melancholy and naiionai 
hopelessness, turned to poetry, art, 
painting and sculpture. 

“This time last year we had quite a 
Thanksgiving house party at E! Toro. 
I have distinct recollection of a most 
tey by a 
great Warsaw painter, who was stop- 
ping with us, and Sienkewicz, the nov- 
elist who has created such a sensation 
with his books of late, the author cf 
‘Quo Vadis, ‘The Deiuge’ and much 
magnificent literature. Well, I saw 
eyerybody buying or catching turkeys, 
and I made up my mind to have one 
too. I had a solernn, dense Polish peas- 
ant maid of all work, and I timidiy re- 
quested her to catch a turkey. which 
she, frightened, most determinedly re- 
fused to do. Sienkewiez volunteered to 
hunt the gobbler, and was gone chasing 
over the hedges and ditches for two 
solid hours till we sent the hunting 
dogs to corner him and the fowd. Then 
Sienkewicz was parvled to kill the mon- 
ster he captured, and a council of 
learned debate was called. deciding 
that decapitation was the only proper 
caper for turkeys, though grave doubts 
as to how it might be accomplished 
dampened the romancist’s ardor. <A 
fearful din announced the arrival of 
the headsman and his victim, and | 
watched the execution from a dormer 
window. SienkKewicz grabbed the tur- 
key by the craw and his friend, the 
painter. seized his legs, and they 


cropped and chopped and fought with it 


through frantie struggles, and -they 
were literally covere@ with turkey gore.

save the loan of money without inter- 
est or security. These favors are freely 
granted, and but bespeak the honor 


which banking occupies in public esti- 
mation. 

He shows that, in addition to the 
regular routine work of a bank, bank- 
ers are called upon to do a very large 
amount of business for other custom- 
ers, in which there is little or no profit. 
The life of a banker is not by any 
means such a protracted ‘picnic’ as 
some people are inclined to suppose. In 
fact, it may be said that. .the average 
banker fully earns what money he 
makes, and probably does much harder 
work during twelve months than nine- 
tenths of those hard-working agitators 
who are continually shouting about 
monopolies and oppression. @

HOME CONSUMPTION. The Amer- 
ican Economist affirms that every fac- 
tory workman in Massachusetts con- 
sumes more than $90 worth of Amer- 
ican agricultural products every year, 
and every factory.workman in Eng- 
land consumes only $4.42 of American 
farm products. This is because the 
American artisan buys exclusively 
American farm products, 
English artisan divides his purchases 
with other mations. 

The Boston Post ‘draws these conclu- 
sions: “Every. new factory established 
in the United States is worth as much 
to the American farmers as twenty for- 
eign factories. It is estimated that 
nine-tenths of the agricultural products 
of this country are consumed in this 
country, excluding tobacco and  cot- 
ton. Including these two important 
staples, the national census shows that 
of our total farm products almost four- 
fifths find a market in America, and 
but one-fifth in foreign lands. It is a 
pleasant thing to think of America as 
feeding the warld; it is a nobler thing 
to conceive of her as the scene of such 
varied, intenSe and colossal industry 
that the products of her soil are wholly 
absorbed by her own thronging millions 
of skilled workers, whose finished wares 
supply the normal needs of the Ameri- 
can people and overflow to all the cor- 
ners of the globe.”

We make watches and cheese, and toys 
and musical instruments, but the great- 
est interest of the country is the tour- 
ist interest. Milions of people come 
to Switzerland every vear to see our 
mountains and valleys and glaciers and 
all that. So that through the number 
of people whose business is connected 
with this travel it becomes our greatest 

terest. We spend thousands of dol- 
ars annually in advertising these 
things throughout Europe, but up to 
the present we have never advertised 
in the United States. 

“It was a part of my commigsion to 
study conditions here to see if it would 
likely prove a profitable field for our 
endeavor in this direction. Of the 
Americans Who annually go to Europe 


only about 20 per cent. visit Switzer- 
land. We want to increase the propor- 
‘tion if possible. I have. seen a great 
deal of the scenic portions of America. 


from Niagara to the ‘Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, and there is nothing 
grander anywhere. But Switzerland of- 
fers almost all the varieties of gran- 
deur and natural scenery that your 
country does, and in such narrow com- 
pass that it can all be seen in a short 
time and without the necessity of 
traveling such distances as one is com- 
‘pelled to do here.

WARDEN EDGAR FIN FOR CON- 
TEMPT OF COURT.

Ebanks Resentenced to Be Hanged 
Next Month—Capt. Porter Be- 
HMeved to Have Been Killed. 
Queer Stories from the Sea. 
Tobacco-growers Organize. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 5.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Superior Judge Torrance of Depart- 
ment One this morning rendéred his decision 
in the contempt proceedings against Acting 
Warden Edgar of San Quentin, who refused 
to hang Ebanks October 8 last in accord- 
ance with the order of the court. Judge 
Torrance held that this Superior Court has 
jurisdiction in the Ebanks's case until its 
order has been complicd with, unless by a 
writ of habeas corpus the case is taken to a 
higher court; that there was no doubt in 
the mind of the court but what. Acting War- 
den Edgar.was guilty of contempt; the only 
question t determine finally was the 
degree of punishment to be inflicted. Some 
substantial punishment should, the court 
thought, be administered, and a fine, there- 
fore, of $200 was imposed upon the acting 
warden. The decision covered sixty-three 
closely typewritten pages of legal cap, and 
consumed two hours in reading. 

Ebanks was an interested listener during 
the reading of the decision. The morning 
session being entirely consumed in the con- 
tempt case, the resentencing of Ebanks to 
death was postponed until 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when Judge Torrance sentenced 
him to be hanged at San Quentin on Friday, 
December 3, 1897. 

CAPT. PORTER’S DEATH VERIFIED. 

Yesterday Miss Cook; partner of Capt. 
George Porter in the shell and curio busi- 
ness, received the following dispatch from 
American Consul Crocker at Guaymas:., 

‘Alleged that Seris have Porter’s boat. 
Statement sent by mail. Fear the worst.”’ 

This telegram is taken as practically: veri- 
fying the report sent out the previous day 
that Capt. Porter and Sailor Johnson had 
been killed, and probably eaten, by the Seris 
Indians on Tiburon Island. The statement 
by letter is anxiously awaited here by friends 
of Capt. Porter. 

Capt. Lew B. Harris, who has just returned 

a long cruise in the Gulf of California, 


“from 
visited Tituron Island during his trip. He 


says he does not doubt that Capt. Porter 
and Sailor Johnson have been killed and- 
eaten by the cannibal Indians. 
Seris are said by all who know them to be 
the fiercest savages on the continent. ‘‘They 
are large, powerful men,’’ said Capt. Lewis, 
‘‘with enormous bellies and the most brutal- 
ized faces I ever beheld. They live on fish 
and turtles, and are perfectly at home on the 
water. 
over one hundred miles from their island. 
Formerly the Seris simply employed force to 
prevent the landing of strangers, but now 
they have resorted to. strategy, so many 
armed forces having gained a foothold, and 
they try to get small parties inland, and 
then murder them.” 
TALES FOR THE MARINES. 

A few days ago Capt. A. W. Hall of the 
schooner Grace returned to this city on the 
schooner Acme from the lower coast, with a 
tale full of ieror and mystery concerning the 
wreck of the Grace and a subsequent battle 
with an insane man on a lone island in the 
southern seas, followed by several days wan- 
dering on the island without food or water 
until he was rescued by the passing schooner. 
The story attracted considerable attention 
when first known here, and the hero was 
the recipient of much sympathy. 

Capt. Smith of the Acme tells the story of 
finding Capt. Hall, and its differs materially 
from that told by the hero himself. Accord- 
ing to Capt. Smith Capt. Hall was found at 
Turtle Bay October 18, where the story of 
the ‘beaching and wrecking of the Grace was 
told. Capt. Hall did not want to return to 
the wreck, stating that he thought the sailor, 
Barney Wilson, was insane’ and. dangerous, 
but Capt. Smith returned nevertheless, found 
the Grace and Wilson hard at work on her 
trying to save her from further injury. Capt. 
Smith assisted Wilson in fixing up a jury 
rudder and getting the little schooner ready 
for sea, after which he left ilson with 
instructions to go to Rosalia Bay to pick up 
the three miners that had been left there, 
and to come on to San Diego. Capt. Smith 
also states that he found on the mainmast 
of the Grace a note written by Capt. Hall, 
stating that the vesesl] was abandoned. Capt. 
Smith also says Wilson told him that on the 
way down Hall put something into the flap- 
jacks that made them all deathly sick. Two 
of these flapjacks have been saved, and as 
soon as Wilson returns they will be analyzed. 

Capt. Hall is now in a hospital here; and 
it is said he is too ill to leave his bed.

Talk of an Important Conservation 
of Irrigation Water. 

AZUSA, Nov. 5.+[Regular Correspondence. ] 
It seems now not improbable that the next 
great irrigation project will be the conserva- 
tion of the winter water of the San Gabriel 

iver, brought about by an extensive system 

f dams in the cafion north of this city. As 
yet this matter is simply being quietly can- 
vassed, but meets with encouragement in all 
directions. During recent years the growth 
of horticulture has come to tax the water 
|supply of the San Gabriel Valley, and all 


for water are each year spreading out their 
acreage. The engineers of the various elec- 
trical companies operating in the cafion 
have united in stating that the impounding 
of winter water is entirely feasible, and as 
the waste water greatly exceeds in volume 
that which is now used, there is an immense 
possibility along this line. The electric en- 
terprises themselves have considerable to 
gain by the conservation of the water, as it 
would greatly raise the minimum water sup- 
ply of the summer season, which is, in fact, 
the true measure of the utility of the stream 
in developing power. It is now thought feas- 
ible to unite the power companies and the 
irrigators on a project for storing water 
which will be of mutual advantage, and 
|} which will result in adding vastly to the 
horticultural possibilities of the San Gabriel 
Valley. Should. this enterprise be carried 
out it will result in an enterprise equal to 
that of the Sweetwater, Bear Valley, Hemet 
or Arrowhead, the four great systems of 
conservation of ‘water which have so fully 
indicated the possibilities along this line. 
There is a watershed draining into the San 
~Gabriel Cafion said to be 525 square miles 
in extent, and while the summer flow of 
water in the river is light, the flow follow- 
ing storms is simply immense, all of which 
water now goes to waste. 

The investigations into the possibility of 
organizing a district to protect a portion of 
this valley from storm water by the digging 
of extensive drainage ditches is progressing 
favorably, and the town will be visited Sat- 
urday by members of the Board of Super- 
visors, Who will devote some time to study- 
ing the question.

EJECTED PASSENGER WINS A SUIT 
AGAINST A RAILROAD. 


|} Evidence That Elliott Was Beating 

His Way When Run Over and 
Killed—Reception to a New Pas- 
tor—Runaway Accident—Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 5.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A cage involving the right of 
a railway company to put off a train a pas- 
senger holding a limited ticket, whose time 
has expired, was tried befére Justice Soule 
on Friday. 

Charles Demetrius of 
plaintiff and the Southern California Rail- 
way Company the defendant. Last July 
Demetrius bought a round-trip limited ex- 
cursion ticket to San Diego, and upon his ar- 
rival in San Bernardino, homeward bound, he 
was told by a railroad employé that the 
train for Barstow would not leave within an 
hour. Demetrius went up town and was back 
at the station before the hour had elapsed, 
and found that the train had departed prior 
to his arrival. He was compelled to remain 
in San Bernardino until the next day. When 
he presented his ticket to Conductor Rouse, 
it was taken up and fare demanded, on the 
ground that the time named on the ticket 
had expired. Demetrius refused to pay extra 
fare and was put off the train at Summit. 

Demetrius claimed damages to the amount 
of $299.99. He was represented by Cramer 
Morris, Esq., of this city, and the railroad 
company’s interests were looked after by H. 
J. Stevens, Esq., of Los Angeles, and G. B. 
Cole, Esq. Judgment was awarded the plain- 
tiff for the full amount. The case was at 
once appealed to the Superior Court. 

THE ELLIOTT INQUEST. 

The testimony at the inquest -ver the re- 
mains of Fred Elliott, the man who was run 
over: by a Santa Fé train in the Cajon Pass, 
Wednesday night, went to show that the man 
had not fallen asleep and toppled off a car, 
as at first reported. 

Elliott had been here for some time, and 
work would have been obtained for him by 
relations, had he so desired. But he was of 
a roaming disposition, and with $4 in his 
pocket he announced his intention to Con- 
ductor Osburn of the San Bernardino motor 
road of beating his way on the Santa Fé 
night freight over the mountains, his objec- 
tive point being Phoenix, Ariz., ere, he 
claimed, a job as lookout at a faro table 
awaited him.

— 


Co. L Receives a Cooking Ontfit as 
Reward of Merit—Story of the 
Ownership of Kiamath—Two El- 
derly Belligerents—Crap-shooter 
Pleads Guilty. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 5. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}. Some idea of the coming mag- 
nitude of the beet-sugar industry, and the 
splendid opening for more factories in Or- 
ange county, may be gleaned from the fact 
that the Chino factory already has applica- 
tlons from the owners of 5300 acres cf beet 
land in this county for the crop of 1898, being 
1300 more than was handled by that factory 
fh Orange county last year, and, in fact, 1300 
acres more than the Chino factory has a ca- 
pacity to accommodate above the fields con- 
tiguous to it. The Alamitos factory, with a 
capacity of 700 tons of beets daily, can be 
almost entirely supplied from the Bixby ranch 
alone. This condition leaves a far greater 
acreage of beet land which cannot be utilized 
than has thus far been devoted to that prod- 
uct. 

It is generally expected that at least one 
more sugar factory will be erected in Orange 
county during the coming year, and there is 
ample field for two.

GIBB JUDD'S STORY. 

In the Superior Court today an interesting 
story was told by G. H. Judd, possessor of 
the great trotter, Klamath, relating to the 
history of the ownership of the animal by 
Thomas aW. Raymond, deceased, and later by 
himself.” Judd'’s possession of the horse has 
been challenged by Mrs. Emma Fisher, sister 
and administratrix of Mr. Raymond, and it 
was in response to her petition that Mr. Judd 
was summoned before the court to establish 
his ownership.

The horse never went 
out of Raymond’s hands, however. A man 
named Quimby owned the horse in 1891, and 
Raymond then sold him to a Mr. Turner of 
Spokane, in order to pay Quimby $1000 which 
he owned him. He had trouble with Turner, 
who would not allow him to take the horse to 
Idaho in 1892. Mr. Raymond then induced J. 
W. Hargis to Buy Turner out, and when Ray- 
mand married, in May, 1893, Harris became 
dissatisfied and sold his share of the horse 
to a man named Kirkendoff for $600. Ray- 
mond redeemed this interest and then rold 
the horse to Beard of Montana; redeemed 
him and sold to Smith of Portland, known 
as ‘“‘Cold Storage Bob.’”’ 
salé by Raymond, for on redeeming Klamath 
in this instance he presented the animal to 
his wife. During all this time the horse was 
in Judd’s care and Raymond drove him.
